ELECTION OF BISHOP?. 
SOME EXPLANATIONS BY THE “ CHURCH JOURNAL.” 
Zo the Editor of The Chicace Tribune: 

Sin: Toarural clergyman, removed from the 
heat of controversy and all personal interest, 
there seems to be @ great deal of unnecessary 
indignation on the part of many at the rejection 
of Dr. Seymour, Bishop-clect of Illinois, by the 
House of Deputies. Itis vot surprising, wheu 
we consider human palure, that men who are at 
times inost strenuous for law and order, shouid, 
when law and order do pot suit them, rebel 
against both. The Episcopal Church has wisely 
thrown many safeguards around the elevation of 
persons to the Episcopate,and it is but right 
these checks be maintained. The following 
article, taken from the Church Journa!, throws 
some timely light oa this subject: 

ELECTION OF BISHOPS. 

Every now and zgain, one is surprised to find that 
facis or principles supposed to be universally known 
and admitted, as well as understood, among Church- 
men, are suddenly treated by some one as startling 
LOVeILIGS, 

For iustance, aluding to the poseible rejection by the 
Houre of Bishops of « genileman whose name was be- 
fore a Diocesan Conveu'ion as a candidate for the va- 
cant Bishopric, a clerical member 18 reported as pro. 
testing somewhat indivnantiy and grandiloguenily 
against the idea that the Bisuops should dictate who 
should be the Bishop of —.

generally election by the comprovinecial Bishops, and 
the consent of the clergy and laity of the Church as

Or, again, it is perhaps conceivable that a Diocese 
does know its own mind, and has really acted with 
cooiness, propriety, and judgment; has not passion- 
ately assailed each candidate in turn; and has nof, 
amid ** laughter and applause,” made its wisdom and 
moderation known unto all men, and espevially to the 
reporters; and has elected « man known to some 
reasonable number of the members; still, it is quite 
possible that it may be the duty of the Bishops and the 
general Caurch to refuse the Diocesan nominee, 

A Missionary Diocese muy choose a good, hard- 
working missionary, His zeal and tramping power, 
his effectiveness in begging and building, may be just 
the thing it needs, but deficiency in learning, deficien- 
cy in manners, bad temper, disagrecableness of per- 
sonal qualities, a half-dozea reasons, would justify 
the Bishops and the Church from consenting to the 
appointment, The Diocese must find some one who 
combines the qualities it needs with such other quuli- 
Lies as the Church looks for in Bishops, 

Or a Diocese may select a man admirable in culture, 
in manners, in zeal, and yet unsound in the faith, I: 
may be for itself wil.ing to risk his unsoundness, The 
clergy and laity who select him may not believe him 
to be as unsound eas he is, or may hope some circum- 
stances pecu.iar to themselves, their own great learn- 
ing, their firm and lucid doctrinal wisdom, for in- 
staice, may neutralize their Bishop's failing, or, in- 
deed, they may be so liberal, and large minded, and 
tolerant, that they care not much for his peculiarities 
in any case, It is clearly, then, the duty af the Bish- 
ops especially, who are the appointed and specifically 
sworn guardians of the Faith, to firmly refuse con 
sent, 

In fact, we cannot be too thankful that all these ca- 
nonical safeguards exist. Not one cf them can be 
spared, Nor can we rebuke too sernly the notion that 
the exercise of any one of them is a dictatian to any 
other, While the House of Bishops, for instance, bas 
no right to dictate who shail be Bisnop of any given 
Diocese, it is equally to be insisted on tiast no Diocese 
fan dictate who shall take his seat in their venerable 
House, nor whom they shail consecrate asa ruler in 
the whole Church of God. 

And another thidge should be remembered as here 
essential to the absolute freedom of these co-ordinate 
powers. A Diocese is not obliged to give its reasons 
tor its choice, or its refusal, Neither is the Lower 
iiouse of General Convention, nor the House of Dish- 
ops; norany Bishop or Standing Committee, in the 
recess, In fact, they may find it tne part of propriety, 
kindness, and wisdom, to give no reason, Each power 
18 independent in its own sphere, and must answer to 
its own conscience, 2nd none other has the right to 
question it, In many possible contingencies, it may 
be better there should be no reason asked or given.

THE PEOPLE WHO DON’T VOTE. 

The probiem, What becomes of the American 
voter ? is as intricate as the other, What becomes 
of allthe pings? On the 30th of June, 1870, 
there were in the United States 9,439,206 males 
over 21 years of age, of whom 8,425,941 were 
citizens, native and naturalized. At the Presi- 
dential election in November, 1872, two years 
and a half later, the aggregate vote polled, 
including fraudulent votes, was only 6.500,000 
leaving about 23 per cent of the male voters 
not voting. Who are these non-voters, and where 
do they reside ? 

A recent census of this city for school pur- 
poses shows 217,628 persons over 21 years of 
age. The male population of Chicago exceeds 
the female. In 1870, under the Federal census 
of that year, there were in this city 84,114 malés 
21 years of age and upward. In Oook County 
there were at the same date 97,645 adult males, 
of whom 66,667 were citizens entitled to vote. 
Two years and a half later, when a large propor- 
tion of the unnaiuralized bad become citizens, 
the aggregate vote in this county for Governor 
(which vote was greater than for Presideat) was 
50,209. The number of lega! voters at that time 
was probably 75,000. The school census does 
not classify the sexes, but the proportion of 
adults will probably be about 117,000 males to 
100,000 females. Assuming that of the 31,000 
wiuit aliens resident here in 18370 three-fourtihu: 
have since completed their naturahzation, apa 
allowing a percentage of increase for the natives 
who have become of age in the interval of four 
years and a half, the aggregate of males of the 
voling age entitled to vote in this county at this 
time can hardly be lees than 90,000. Yet the 
greatest vote polled in this county was the ex- 
traordinary ove of 1873, when 60,000 votes were 
polled. This genera! deficieucy in the vote can 
bé seen by comparison of several States. We 
give the nuinber of male citizens entitled to vote 
in June, 1870, andthe numoer voting in Novem- 
ber, 1872:

In the above list we give the vote for Gov- 
ervuor in Maine and Pennsylvania, that being 
largely in excess of the vote for President. 
Here is @ non-voting population of 26,000 in 
Maine, 120,000 in Massaciusetts, 152,000 in New 
York, 104,000 im Pennsylvania, 72,000 in Ohio, 
113,000 in Illinois, and 57,000 in Michigan, and 
this does not include the increase in the voting 
population from 1870 to 1872, 

A further comparison shows that this non-vor- 
ing population is resident in large exceas in tie 
cities. We givea few citations of those coun- 
ties in which large cities are located:

When so much can be said on both sides of 
a mooted point, it is the part of prudence to 
compromise. If the reduction of pay is really in 
contemplation, the companies and the engi- 
neers will do the best possible thing for their 
mutual welfare by appointing a conference com- 
mittee. It should be instructed to prepare 
a compromise. If it is carefully chosen, it might 
be given power to prepare end ratify euch a 
measure. It is probable that if the managers 
showed their anxiety to act fairly to ali the w- 
terests concerned by appointing their esction of 
such a committee, the men would meet them 
half-way. Itis probable, moreover, that the 
good feeling caused by such an action on the 
part of the companies would induce the en- 
gineers to agree to work for the average wages 
paid their fellows in the United States. When 
matters had progressed thus far, a fair seattle- 
ment would be sure. It would be easy to find by 
correspondence what this average rate really is. 
When this was discovered, it would be adopted 
at once aud the danger of a strike would cease to 
exist. There would be no interference with 
business, no waste of money, and no creation of 
bad blood. Common sense dictates the expedi- 
ency of such a compromise.

CLEANLINESS AND MORTALITY. 

Dr. Lyon Playfair, an authority, if there be 
one, on the subject of eanitary science, has, in 
| bis address before the Social Science Congress 
_ at Glasgow, reduced the whole subject to one 
| word, and that not an unfamiliar one—cleanli- 
| ness. From time immemorial, men have con- 
| nected uncleanliness and disease as cause and 
effect. Everybody knows that if he would en- 
joy health he must be no stranger to ablution. 
But it is only in the presence of statistics that 
one is apt to realize the force of this truiam. 
These Prof. Playfair furnishes. 

In bis investigation of the question, whether 
or not we are making satisfactory progress in 
our sanitary measures, he answers that, if we 
date the standard of comparison far enough 
back, we shall find a marked improvement. 
Thus, the death-rate in London from 1660 to 
| 1679 was 80 in every 1,000. For the last thirty- 
four years it has been only 22.4 in every 1,000. 
That the mean age of the whole population, in 
decade after decade, remains the same, is no 
proof that sanitary science is not improving, but 
ouly that the causes of mortality are increasing 
Were it not thathygienic improvements keep 
pace with tbe increase in the  caus- 
es of mortality, mortality itself would 
of course increase. The steady convergence 
of population to large towns has a tendency to 
increase the causes of mortality, especially 
where hygienic measures are neglected. Rut 
large towns in some countries are healthier than 
in others, and the death-rateis greater juat ip 
proportion to the neglect of sanitary measures. 
Thus, in London, where the heaith of the chy is 
closely attended to by the municipal authorities, 
the death-rate is 22 per 1,000 per armum. In 
Glasgow, where, as in most large towns of Scot- 
land, sanitary measures ara neglected, the death- 
rate is JU.4in every 1,00Q It follows from this 
that there die in Giasgow, every year, nearly 4,000 
people from the criminal neglect of the authori- 
ties to look after the sauitary condition of thecity. 
This ia not all. Statistics show that, for every 
person who dies from the effects of sanitary 
neglect of the municipal authorities of Giaegow, 
thirtyefour persons are ill, on an average of 
eighteen and a half days, from the same cause: 
that is, there are in that city alone over 150,000 
} Cases of sickness apnually which might be pre- 
vented. 

The only requitites necessary to insure the 
health of iarge cities are, according to Prof. 
Playfair, elean houses, clean water, and clean 
air. This was recognized as long ago as the 
tames of Homer and hidtes, Herein is to be

RELIGIOUS-NEZWSPAPER ETHICS. 

At least ove religious cewspaper has been run 
to earth in the matter of the corrupt use of its 
eolumns to further the sale of railroad bonds. 
‘here are vague suspicions in the public mind 
that others have been receiving money from che 


#ame illevitimate sources, and have devo.ei one 
portion of their columns to the eluc.dation of

longer. Tae Nation has bunted it to its hole, 
sinoked out the ajima', and now boldsit up to 
the public view with its brush cut off. The 
matter in controversy was that favorite invest- 
ment of the religious uewspaper, ihe Northern 
Pacific 7-30, which specially commended itself 
to these organs of public moraiity, 
the fact thac Jay Cooxe had done much 
for the cause, had Iavisbly entertained clergy- 
men at bis villa, aud had built numerous chapeis. 
The Nation having plamply charged the Inde- 
pendent with corrup-ion, the /ndependent at first as 
plumply denied it. The Nation then established 
the fact that there was a contract between Jay 
Cooke and Mr. Henry C. Bowen with regard to 
the Northern Pacific Railroad. The /ndependent, 
of which Mr. Boweu is manager and owuvuer, 
then acknowledged the coniract, but, says 
Bowen, “it was for labor, and for the persoual 
aid and services of several other business men 
associated with Mr. Bowen and not connected 
with any newspapers.” The Nation promptly 
exposes the quibbie ip this statement, and rises 
to explain, and we may add that the explana- 
tion is very satisfactory. The contract in ques- 
tion is in the hands of Mr. E. R. Robinson, the 
counsel for the Trustee io banxruptcy in New 
York City, and he has been instructed 
to sue Bowen on it on the ground that 
it is contra bonos mores (* against 
good morals’’), the reason why it is opposed to 
good morals being that it stipulates that Mr. 
Bowen shali give to the sale of the Northern 
Pacitic bonds ** the exclusive interest and influ- 
ence of his money and his ediiorial columns.” 
The Nation furthermore explains that ‘‘ the sev- 
eral other business men associated with him,” 
alluded to by Mr. Bowen, are his nephew and a 
Mr. Kibbey, both of whom are in the office of 
the Independent; that Mr. Bowen subscribed 
@56,000 in bonds and $460,000 in stock of the 
road, but paid no money; that he taen entered 
into the contract with Cooke, and under it paid 
for $50,000 in bonds and $460,000 in stock by 
the services deseribed in the contract, namely, 
“the exclusive interest and influence of hjs 
money and Ais editorial columns;” and that 
Cooke then gave him a receipt in full, 
as if for cash, a short time . before 
his failure. This contract was found among the 
bankrupt’s papers and is now in the lawyer's 
hands, with instructions to submit it to a court 
of law, upon the ground that Bowen obtained 
the bonds and stock under an immoral agree- 
ment and without adequate consideration. 

The Nation suggests that Bowen should pub- 
lish the contract with the lawyer's certificate of 
the accuracy of the copy, as there are four 
classes of people entitled to see it: ‘*(1) The 
creditors of Jay Cooke & Co; (2) the bond- 
holders of the Northern Pacific Railroad; 
(3) the subscribers to the Independent; 
(4) the divines and moralists who, by 
contributing to Mr. Bowen’s paper and 
lending hun the use of their names, make 
his ‘money and editorial columns’ worth pur- 
chasing.” There are others who may not be en- 
titled to see it, but they would be gratified to 
understand Mr. Bowen’s idea of newspaper eth- 
ics, about which he has been prating so much of 
late ; for instance, the publicin general and other 
religious newspapers in particular—the former, 
to fully comprehend how such a truly good man 
as Mr. Bowen could act contra bonos mores, and 
the latter, to be fully posted before they com- 
ment upon the iniquity of Mr. Bowen’s conduct, 
and tosee whether their own counting-rooms 
bave been in pari delicto. 

The fate of Bowen has a double warning : first, 
to other religious newspapers ; second, to him- 
self. It is a warning to other religioas newspa- 
pers, which have been the most zealous advo- 
cates of Northern Pacific, to hunt up their 
advertising contracts and see if they are 
contra bonos mores ; to establish a moral cordon 
about their counting-rooms, lest peradventure 
the enemy has stolen upon them unawares. It 
is @ warning to them that, when such a truly good 
man as “fr. Bowen is tempted and ensnared by 
the devices of Mammon, no one is secure, and 
that they cannot be too watchful. We are loth 
to believe that any more of them have been act- 
ing contra bonos mores, or that they have not 


from 


been acting solely for “the cause” in 
helping inflate the Northern Pacific bal- 
loon, but when such a truly good 
man as Bowen goes to the bad, it makes one 
feel nervous about everybody. It is a warning 
to Mr. Bowen that if he keeps on at this rate, 
associating himself with scandals, even one 30 
truly good as he may at last get soiled. He a)- 
ready has at least half a dozen suits pending, 
growing out of the Beecher business, to estab- 
lish his character, and now comes another one.

Our correspondent brings grave pecuniary 
charges against the United States Marshals and 
their deputies. Carrving liquor into the Indian 
Nation is prohibited by law. Before the War the 
Indians kept a mounted police on the border. 
Part of ite duty was to seize and pour out all 
whisky smugyled across. After the War the 
law was changed. Its enforcement was commit- 
ted to the United States Marshal; the property 
found in the possession of a convicted offender 
was ordered to be confiscated ; and half the pro- 
ceeds were granted to the officer making the ar- 
rest. The merchants of North Texas used to 
ship the goods they bought to Fort Smith, on 
the Arkansas River, and then haul them by 
wagon to Texas. The wagon-road ruus for some 
distance through the Indian Nation. It is said 
that the Deputy Marshals made a practice of 
secreting whisky in these wagon-trains before 
they crossed the border. The officers would 
afterwards pursue and overtake them within the 
Nation. Search would reveal the hidden liquor, 
and the trains would be confiscated. This 
nefarious game was played so often that the 
Texan merchants have abandoned the route via 
Fort Smith, and now have their goods shipped 
by way of Kansas. Deputies do not despise smal] 
gains in their zeal for large-ones. There 
are two stories in point. A woman living in the 
Nation was sick. She sent for a friend living in 
Fort Smith to nurse her. The latter borrowed a 
horse from a Dr. Barry, bought a pint of whisky 
for her patient, and started. She was pursued, 
overtaken, arrested, and brought back. She was 
tried, convicted, and fined #5 and sentenced to 
one minute’s imprisonment. The horse was 
confiscated. All Dr. Barry’s efforts to recover it 
have been in vain. In another case, av Indian 
came to Fort Smith, got a physician to prescribe 
for a sick friend, had the prescription made out, 
and started home. Ouneof the ingredients of 
the medicine was whisky or brandy. A deputy 
discovered this. The Indian was overtaken and 
brought back. On his trial he produced his pre- 
scription. Nevertheless, he paid $10 fine and 
was imprisoned for five days. His pony was oon- 
fiscated. 

Our correspondent writes that these are but 
samples of the outrages constantly committed 
by the carpet-bag olticiais, and as constantly 
hushed up. Ii any one thinks it impossible for 
such corruption to exist, we beg leave to remind 
him that ths expenses of the two Judicial Dis- 
tricts of Arkansas have been simply enormous, 
and that Attorney-Generai Williams has declared 
that two Marshals have been guiliy of gross 
peculation.

Zo the Kavlor of the Chicago Trioun : 

Sim: We presume no one will deny that, when 
valuable mghts and privileges are relinguished 
by the publie in favor of private individuals or 
corporations, the public has the right to expect 
and demand in return a full measure of re- 
muneration therefur. If the privilege so grant- 
ed is a right of way through a public street in 
prder to establish a railway-treck thereon, the 
public has an unquestionable right to demand 
that those who travel on that railway shall have 

the best accommodations in traveling that the 
nature of the case will admit of. The right is 
tlearly a mutual one, and the road is to be run, 
not in the interests of the Company merely, 
but for the advantage aua govud of 
the public as well. The measure of mghis and 
equity attaching to either party depends on cir- 

cumstances. Irom roads on which tinere is a 

gieat amount of profitable travel, it is reasona- 

ble to demand a higher standard of convenience 

anda beiter accommodation tuan is expected 

from roads where the running expenses are 
ually as great, while the prouts are less.

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OBSTREPEROUS RAILROADS. 

As is well k.own, tle three Chicago truuk lines 
tapping the Uniou Pacific at Ommaha—the Clica- 
go & Northwestern, Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, and Chicago, Rock Island & Pacifie- 
some years ago formed a pool dividing all their 
earnings both from freigut aud passenger traffic 
to that point. This poolis generaliy <nown as 
the lowa pool, and numberless- times has its 
downfall beeu predicted, but every time it proved 
to be acanard. Man. effvrts bave aireauy been 
made by various competiug lines to 
up this mononolr, but all were -i 
vain. Ibe pool was 80 strong. tha 
nothing but an extraordinary occurrence 
could break itup. A diuculty has now arise 
between two of the pooling lines—the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy aud tue Ciicago & North- 
westeru—which may finaly result iv the break- 
ing up of tue combination. A regular war has 
begun between these two roads over the con 
nections at Cliuton, la., in which tue Chicago, 
Cunton & Dubuque Road ia the main Lone or 
couteption. Li is known that the Chicego, Bur- 
lington d& Quincy was vot only decideu 
to build a pontoon biidge at Clhaton, 
but has let the contract for it to 
be finished within ninety days. The Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy lately subuitted these 
propositions to the Nortuwesiernu, anu asked for 
permission to cros6 the raclroad orlaze aweady 
constructed, or, in Case (QIK vermg@issiok Was Dot 
yranced, to allow tbe use of the island ip Operat- 
ing the pontoon bridge as part of the roadway, 
this isiand beiug owned by the bridge company . 
orto lease or grant the tse of the Midland 
lioad, aiso controlled by the Northwestern for S 
miles this side of Lyw.-s, a8 now used by the 
Chicago, Chnton & Dubuque. 

Last Saturday ihe Norltuwestern sent in an 
answer refusing all three of the prop »sit.ons, 
and also refusing auy avd all cther propositious 
the Chicago, Buriipgton & Quincy bad to wake. 

The use of the bridge was expected to be re- 
fused. But the ref.asal to give, sell, or 'ease the 
use of the island will probably postpone the 
building of the pontoon biidge for sume time, 
and perbaps for av ivd+tinite per.od. Nor will 
the Chicago & or! ‘estern allow the Chicago, 
Burhogtron & Qnuiney to use the Midland 
trick at all. Ine Chicago, Clinton & 
Dubuque is graded and  ~nearly'= ready 
for ths iron, alongside of the Midland 
as far as Lyons; but frou that point to Cluton 
no work is done, and the Norihwestera proposes 

bat none shall be. ihey are busy putting in 
side-tracks and switches just wheve the Chicago, 
Clinton & Dubuque will pave to run, and they 
are preparing ail the obstacies possible to the 
competing road under the mauagement of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. 

It is probabie that the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy and the Chicago, Clinton & Duvoaque 
will insist apon putting their road iito Clinton 
and across themver. (ui the Northwestern has 
power to delay their projects for along time. I: 
will undouvieadly make a long and bitter war, 
and will destroy the friendiv feelings heretotore 
existing between these two lines. 

HARD ON THE SCALPERS, 

The Saratoga agreement has at least been the 
caune of oue desirable reform. ine syste of 
paying commissions for the sale of tickets has 
finally been abolished by all the roads,—even 
those not belonging to the NSaratova combiua- 
tion.

Sudden Death.

Ono Saturday last an itiverant peddler entered 
the house of James Tolin, livmg uear this place, 
aud proceeded to display bis wares to dirs.
